First the seeds are planted under glass in a regular hot- 
bed and each variety placed in a separate bed carefully marked; (nothing wonder- ° 
ful about that you will say),then after the tiny plants put in their appearance_they 
are given close attention for a few days carefully adjusting the ventilators until the 
plant has become firmly established, when the sash are removed entirely and the 
tomato is allowed to grow strong, stout and hardy. After this hardening off 
process, the next move is to take each variety to its own respective field and plant 
it where it is to grow and produce a crop.of seed. Here is another point where 
judgment must be used, as these varieties must be planted so that cross- 
pollenization will not take place; after this work has been accomplished the crop 
is given every care to bring it to the highest point of perfection. 

Next the fields are gone over carefully by an expert and every plant showing 
signs of impurity is pulled up and thrown away. This is a highly important work 
and one which we take pride in.

In the formation of a lawn the first 
and most important matter is that of 
having good drainage. If the sub-soil 
be sandy or gravelly the water will pass 
off quickly, but should the sub-soil be 
heavy and wet, drains should be made 
from eight to ten feet apart. All levels 
must be carefully determined in the be- 
ginning of this work, so that: alterations 


‘ afterwards may be avoided. After grad- 


ing and getting the lot into good shape, 
remove about 4 or 6 inches of the soil; 
replace this by a good top dressing of 
rich loam; the whole should then be well 
harrowed and rolled, all sticks, roots and 
stones be removed, so that a smooth sur- 
face may be obtained. For small plots, 
digging, trenching and raking may be 
done instead of plowing, sub-soiling and 
harrowing. The seed may be sown in 
April. Seed can also be sown in Sep- 
tember with good results. The princi- 
pal management after this consists in 
mowing, weeding, etc., the newly made 
lawn must be kept clear of weeds, thistles 
dock, etc., until the sod thickens. 


Quantities Required—One quart will 
sow 300 square feet; one peck will sow 
2,400 square feet; one bushel will sow 
10,000 square feet; four_bushels will sow 
one acre.

You will undoubtedly ask how we can extract the seed from so many acres of 
tomatoes? In ansv-er to this let us state to you that we have the mostimproved 
and up-to-date machinery known, most of which we have devised ourselves. The 
tomatocs.ate picked in boxes and carted in wagon loads to the separator (which 
is shown on this page); from ihe wagon they are passed to the washing machine 
where all sand is removed and they tien pass to the machine which separates the 

_seeds from the pulp. Next the seeds are lifted from the water and placed upon 
mushn trays and are dried in the open air but away from the sun. This workis 
carried on sometimes for nearly one week with a single variety. So you see a 
mixture is really impossible. Now we are ready to change from one variety to 
another and this means somewhat of work. Each and every part of machinery 
has to be’ gone over carefully and washed scrupulously clean. This takes much 
time, but each and every employe on the Crine Farm is instucted to devote all 
the time necessary to do every job thoroughly and also instructed that their ser- 
vices will be promptly dismissed as soon as any sign of neglect is found upon them. 

After all this scrubbing and cleaning before a single fruit of any other variety 
entersthe machine, the Master Eye of him, whose whole ambition is to produce 
better seed than is produced anywhere else, goes over every part to see nothing 
has been neglected. Also sees that all seeds of the first variety, now upon the 
driers, are removed to another place, where they are tagged carefully, and put in 
a position to finish drying perfectly, when they will be bagged up ready for ship- 
ment, : 

Now after all is ready the next variety is passed along and in a like manner 
every tomato we grow is handled. We aim to make but two pickings of our fields 
each season, sO you see We are in a position to handle quite a long list of varieties 
and still deliver nothing but the very finest seed on the market.
